Source has also verified information concerning another 
neutrality violation on 1/29/00 where Gao Charlie Vang, a U.S. 
citizen and Neo Horn member was killed while attempting to 
infiltrate the Thai/Lao border. Source was able to verify the 
death of Charlie Vang, his home address, phone number and 
employment before intelligence community assets could. In 
addition, source provided a detailed description of the incident 
that led to the death of Charlie Vang. 

During the proposed meeting, SA | ~b xpects source 

to report on more details of the financial and operational 
dealings of General Va ng Pao and the Neo Horn. Source plans to 
introduce SA I l and a Denver Division agent to sub-sources 

in the Hmong community who can provide more information 
concerning current operations of the Neo Horn. 


The Hmong culture is very dependant on personal trust 
for the communication of sensitive information. The high level 
of personal trust is needed to win the confidence of the Hmong 


sub-sources. This level of trust can be gained by SA | ^.nd 

the accompanying Denver Division agent by engaging in personal 
meetings with source and sub-sources. Source has reported that 
there are numerous Hmong people who are willing to help the FBI 
with their investigation. However, many of these people are 
losing faith in the FBI 1 s ability to stop General Vang Pao and 
the Neo Horn due to the lack of personal interaction with 
knowledgeable personnel. The meetings will rejuvenate the flow 
of intelligence from the Hmong community to the FBI thereby 
furthering the investigation. 


Source became affiliated with the Hmong community 
during sources military service in Vietnam. Source has very good 
rapport with leaders in the Colorado Hmong community. These 
leaders acquire information by maintaining close contact with 
other Hmongs in Minnesota, Wisconsin, California, Thailand and

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LAO PEOPLE’S DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC 
LEGAL OVERVIEW 


(U) (6$ The Legal Attache (Legat) office in Bangkok, Thailand was established in 1991 to 

cover a region of eleven countries which were formerly part of Legat Hong Kong's territory. 
These eleven countries included Thailand, Cambodia, Vietnam, Laos, Burma, Bangladesh, 
Malaysia, Singapore, Indonesia, Brunei and Pakistan. To alleviate Legat Bangkok's ever 
increasing workload, Legat Islamabad opened in 1997, Legat Singapore in July, 2000, and most 
recently, Legat New Delhi in September, 2000. At present, Legat Bangkok covers the countries 
of Thailand, Vietnam, Cambodia, Laos and Burma. Legat Bangkok personnel maintain regular 
contact with the American Embassy in Vientiane and travel to Laos as needed. 

(U) The Legal Attache office is currently staffed by one Legal Attache, one Assistant 

Legal Attache (ALAT) and two Office Assistants. A Resolution 6 Supervisory Special Agent is 
assigned to the Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA) in Bangkok. 

M Legal Attache Robert H. Cahill, Jr. reported for duty as Legat in July, 2000. 


(U) Legat personnel did not have cause to condu ct field trips into Laos until 06/02/1999 

when the welfare and whereabout inquiry of Houa Ly and two missing American 

citizens of Lao/Hmong origin was initiated at Bangkok, Chiang Mai and Vientiane. Since then, 
Legat personnel have made numerous trips to Vientiane and twice to Ban Houayxai, Bokeo 
province, Laos. The following is a summary of Legat's contribution to the overall effort in 
finding the victims. 


(U) On 05/04/1999, 


and 


]of the aforementioned 


individuals who are naturalized American citizens of Lao/Hmong origin, appeared at the 
American Consulate General office in Chiang Mai to report that their relatives had crossed the 
border from Thailand into Laos at Ban Houayxai, Bokeo province on 04/19/1999, for a one-day 
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1 



visit on the occasion of Songkran festival and had not been heard from since. The complainants 
claimed they witnessed their relatives being forcibly taken across the Mekong river to Ban 
Houayxai by "Communist Lao authorities" and asked for assistance in locating them. 

(U) In response to a personal request by Am bassador Wendy Chamberlin on 06/02/1999, 
the Legat office at Bangkok coordinated a multi-front effort to assist the Consular Sections at the 
American Embassies in Thailand and Laos in determining the whereabouts of the missing 
persons. To date, these efforts have yielded negative results or any concrete evidence pointing to 
the culpability of the Lao government, despite voluminous uncorroborated reports to the 
contrary. It should be noted that the Lao government has remained steadfast in its denial of ever 
seeing or arresting the victims in Laos. Legat and ALAT have made numerous trips to Chiang 
Mai, Chiang Rai, Chiang Khong, Thailand and Vientiane, Laos for the purpose of conferring 
with the American Consulate and Embassy officials at Posts, interviewing possible witnesses and 
inquiring with the local Thai administrator and various Thai military intelligence personnel in the 
area. 


(U) From 06/1 8/1999, Le gat personnel traveled to Chiang Mai to conduct interviews 

and l I According to the complainants, Houa Ly and

(U) Also, according to the complainants, at approximately 2:00 PM on 04/19/1999, the 
victims allegedly boarded a boat that took them from Chiang Khong, Thailand to Ban Houayxai, 
Laos in the company of the Laotian police chief. With the exception of two telephone calls 
placed at approximately 4:00 PM and 8:00 PM on the same date to the Phren Ban Hotel owner, 
the victims have not been heard from since.

(U) To date, con flicting and questionable stories followed this initial report. ^ 7 r 

Complainant | I later volunteered to undergo a polygraph test and was found to be 

misleading and deceptive. The second complainant, | ~| was interviewed twice and spoke 

to Legat personnel on several occasions. He was also observed to be deceptive. It should be 
noted that there is a recurring, common thread running through the inquiry, that is Houa Ly and 
[actively participated in Lao resistance movements at the Thai/Lao border area 






prior to their disappearance on 04/19/1999. During an inter view on 06 /18/1999, 1 

[ confirmed that the latter's 'secret' name i j T (phonetic), he was a 

under the command of General Vang Pao during the war against the Pathet Lao, and that 

he had made numerous trips between Chiang Mai-Chiang Rai-Chiang Khong-Mai Sai to conduct 
'political' activities prior to his disappearance.

(U) Two additional "eye witnesses" advanced by 

lanc j |were a lso interviewed in late June, 1999. These 


individuals claimed to have accompanied Ly and | | from Chiang Khong, Thailand to Ban 

Houayxai, Laos and witnessed their capture by the Laos authorities on 04/19/1999, w hile they 
managed to escape unharmed back to Thailand. After a lengthy delay, [ 


finally agreed 


to undertake a polygraph test in late April, 2000 and was found to be deceptive. 
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(Uj Further complicating Legat's task in determining the true welfare of the missing 

persons were numerous false reports of sightings of them being either kept in captivity or dead 
and buried in Laos, coupled with several attempts at extortion targeting their respective families 
and associates in exchange for their impending release, etc., etc. In one typical instance, latent 
fingerprints were purportedly obtained from Houa Ly in captivity. Subsequent examination of 
this evidence by the FBI Laboratory proved it wrong. 


(U) During the period 06/28/1999 through 07/03/1999, after lengthy negotiations with 
the officials of the central government in Vientiane, ALAT headed the joint U.S.-Lao team to 
conduct the field investigation in Ban Houayxai, Laos, the location where the missing persons 
were reported to have disappeared from. The Lao team was composed of five high ranking 
officials representing the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, Ministry of Interior, Department of 
Defense and Bokeo province. During this fact-finding mission, the Lao authorities allowed the 
team to interview nineteen (19) people, and visit the Bokeo provincial prison, the first time any 
outsider was authorized to do so. However, productivity was low, nothing was found to indicate 
that Houa Ly and | | were ever in Laos, and access was restricted to a handful of 

locations agreed to by the provincial Police chief. It should be noted that, throughout this 
investigation, officials within the Lao central government and the local provincial authority have 
been consistently inefficient and uncooperative, if not outright obstructionist in their handling of 
the inquiry. On several occasions, central government officials have admitted that they cannot 
act in Bokeo province without the permission of the local authorities, who were observed to have 
intimidated possible witnesses and members of the U.S. investigative team as well. 


(U) Between 11/16-19/1999, 


Tied the joint U.S.-Lao 


investigative team on the second fact finding trip to Ban Houayxai, Laos. Unfortunately, the 
results of this effort revealed no substantive evidence to determine the whereabouts of Ly and 

nor did the inquiry prove that they ever entered Laos as cl aimed by the original 

complainants. Of particular interest was the peculiar behavior of | | the Bokeo 

provincial Police Chief, who was observed to be impeding the team's repeated efforts to reach 
out to potential witnesses on-the-spot, and being downright threatening toward the American 
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investigators on more than one occasion. 


(U) Despite the extreme difficulties and obstacles created by the Lao government 
officials as noted above, through ALAT's personal efforts, the U.S. team was able to solicit the 
cooperation of two concerned Lao citizens, long-time residents in Ban Houayxai, who not only 
identified Boonmi as one of the main suspects/eye witnesses in the incident, but also guided the 
team to the latter's residence and business in town. Through the sources' assistance, ALAT was 
able to surreptitiously photograph the location. 


(U) These photographs were utilized during a meeting with the Lao investigative 
committee on 03/01/2000 in Vientiane, Laos, to demonstrate the fact that the Lao government 
officials have not been forthcoming regarding their knowledge and/or involvement in the 
disappearance of Houa Ly and | 1 In response to the most recent inquiries by our 

officials in Vientiane as to what should be asked o f the Lao governmen t in order to push the 


the Ban Houayxai 
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captioned case forward, ALAT recommended that 

provincial Police Chief should voluntarily submit to a polygraph test to prove his truthfulness 
After having made two field trips to Ban Houayxai, ALAT believes tha t if any Lao govern ment 
official possesses any knowledge of, or played any role in Houa Ly and I ~1

As a res ult of this attem pt, one American citizen of 
Lao/Hmong origin and member of the Neo Horn, | | was reported missing and 

presumed dead after the boat he was riding in came under fire and capsized, and the six Amcits 
and LPRs were arrested and jailed. During a search incidental to the arrests, the Police found and 
seized a number of weapons, radios, money, and documents indicative of the group's intention. 
On 02/29/2000, ALAT and Embassy personnel traveled to Bung Kan prison in the Northeastern 
province of Nong Khai to meet the provincial Police investigators and prison officials, and 
interview the six inmates. Information that was subsequently obtained from these interviews 
indicated that the group was infiltrated by at least one on-duty, un dercover and a rmed Royal Thai 

Army Captain who posed as a pick-up truck driver. Furthermore, was pinpointed 

as the group leader who traveled to remote areas of Northern Thailand to recruit Lao/Hmong 
followers while representing himself as a businessman involved in the import and trade of "silk" 
prior to his disappearance. 

(Uj (Kj Shortly after Legat and Embassy personnel's trip to Bung Kan and with neither 
fanfare nor notification to the American officials, the case was quietly dismissed by the local 
Thai Court, all charges dropped, the inmates freed from prison, and most of the records and 
evi dence were purp ortedly destroyed, by order of the Court.

Pao was never used nor intended to be use for fighting the Communist. In fact it was used 
for the General’s personal pleasure. Now, while here in the United States the General has 
establish an operation of supporting the struggle in southeast Asia, as well as continuing to 
personally benefit financially.

TO: All Representatives and Members of 1 8 Ministries (Neo Horn Government): 

This is to inform you that the international (political) evolution came to the point that we 
must work hard inside (our organization). We consider the resolutions 240, 169 and 309 
of the U.S. House of Representatives and the Senate as a support and an encouragement 
to our politics. These three resolutions condemn the Lao Communists for their human 
l ights abuses, their non respect of freedom of speech and religions, their dictatorship, 
their non respect of the neutrality of Laos stipulated by the Geneva Accords of 1962 and 
the Vientiane Agreement of 1973 signed by the Lao leftists (communists) and the Lao 
rightists (non communists) and related to the national reconciliation of Laos. In addition, 
the U.S. Congress issued another resolution which prevents (the U.S. Government) to 
send an U.S. ambassador back to Laos before (the Lao communists) frees Mr. Lee Houa, 
Michael Vang and the Lao Royal family members who were sent to Muong Viengsay, 
Samneua Province (of Laos). 

The Communist Lao Government is a corrupted government which sells opium, kills the 
population without any reason, does not develop the country, but sell national resources 
to foreign countries. As a result, the Lao population does not have anything to eat and to 
shelter. 

For these reasons, the Laotian people has arose en mass to fight the Lao communists from 
North to South of the country. They are not happy with the Vietnamese who came to 
swallow Laos. Therefore, the Laotian people called upon us to go back to Laos to help 
them. It is a good opportunity for us to go back to Laos to help them.
